“ When the g rip was attacking al­ 
most every family in 
Boston a few 
y ears ago, I cent an officer to tho Bry ­ 
an match factory , who reported that 
out of a larg e number of persons em ­ 
ploy ed there, none had been attacked 
by thogrip. 1 distinctly remember read­ 
ing so me y ear- ag o that all person« 
working in the Italian sulphur mines 
escaped the malaria that prevailed all 
about them. 
“ 1 remember, also, in a book written 
by an eminent German phy sician,trans­ 
lated into Knglish, his assertion ttiat 
persons o bserving the o rdinary rules of 
health, and wearing sulphur co nstant­ 
ly in their « hoes, were co mpletely pro ­ 
tected from cho lera. 
I have also had 
at different times evidence g iven me 
that the wearing of sulphur in the sho es 
has in vario us cases cured persons a f­ 
flicted with rheumatism. 
“ It may be the old New Fng land cus­ 
tom of our fo refathers and mo thers, in

the pre­ 
ventio n of tne intro ductio n of y ello w 
fever g erms amo ng his troops.

The invasio n of the Pro vince of S a n ­ 
tiag o meant certain ex po sure to y ello w 
fever infection. The co mmanding Gen­ 
eral must have been aware oi this. 
It 
is -aid tho seafaring men alo ng the 
co ast of Cuba fear Santiag o mo re than 
any o ther port. 
Yello w fever reig ns 
there more or less thro ug ho ut the en­ 
tire y ear. 
At Sibo ney and Baiquiri it 
is kno wn as “ hill 
lever. " 
It appears 
that the precautio n« o utlined by Co l­ 
o nel Green leaf, Chief Surg eo n of tho 
Army in the tield, 
were entirely i g ­ 
nored by the co mmander of the invad­ 
ing force. 
I was mo re than asto nished 
when I arrived at Sibo ney on J uly 7 to 
lind that tho usands of the refug ees 
from infected districts were permitted 
to enter the camps unmo lested and 
ming le freely with our unsuspecting 
soldiers, 
Ail alo ng tho road from the 
base of o peratio ns to the iio e of in- 
trenchmenta could be seen at sho rt in­ 
tervals scenes which were sure to bring 
abo ut disastrous results. 
Our soldiers, 
in a strang e land and 
amo ng strang e 
people, enjoy ed at first the no velty and 
were free in buy ing the fruits of the 
land in ex chang ing coins, not kno wing 
ho w dearly they would be called upon 
to pay for such a questio nable priv­ 
ilege. 
Ho uses and huts in which y e l ­ 
low fever had rag ed were visited free­ 
ly and the dang ero us g erms of the dis­ 
ease 
were inhaled 
as a matter of 
course. 
The result of such intimate 
associatio n of our susceptible troops 
with the natives could be readily fo re­ 
seen. 
It required o nly the usual time 
for the disease to make its appearance, 
and when it did so it was not in a sin­ 
g le place, but all alo ng the line from 
o ur intro nchments t<> Sibo ney . 
Dr. 
Guiteras, the y ello w fever ex pert, rec­ 
o g nized a few of the cases the day of 
my arrival. 
He i« ex trem ely catioua 
and will o nly make a po -itive diag no ­ 
sis in cases in which albumen is e x h i ­ 
bited in combinatio n 
with the usual 
sy mpto ms which acco mpany the dis­ 
ease. 
In conclusion, the Do ctor say s: 
It is to be ho ped that the vig orous 
and intellig ent instructio ns of Co lo nel 
Greenleaf, streng thened by the hearty 
and willing co -o peratio n of General 
Miles, will prove adequate to co pe suc­ 
cessfully with this treachero us disease, 
and in a reaso nable leng th o! tin e will 
place the Army in a co nditio n fit for

Lutheran Rally Day is 
under the auspices of the Boards of 
Church Ex tension and Education. 
A t 11 o'clock , the meeting was called 
to order by Rev. Dr. H. L. Y arger of 
Atchison, Kansas. Field Secretary of 
the Board of Church Ex tension.

er was offered by Rev. J. C. Kauffman 
of Lena, 111. 
Rev. F. D. Altman, D. D ,

States navy than amo ng tho men fo r­ 
ward o f any o f the w o rld’s big sea fit 
o uts,” said a naval o fficer o f experience 
to the writer. 
“ Drunkenness passed 
with the o ld navy. 
In the days o f the 
o ld Tn scar o ra o r the Tennessee, as the 
sailo rs put it, it was a co mmo n eno ugh 
thing to see abo ut three-quarters o f a 
ship’s co mpany returning fro m sho re 
liberty in such a state that they had to 
be ho isted o ver the side 
in bo sun’s 
chairs to save the tro uble o f carrying 
them up the gangway. Hut that so rt o f 
thing is no lo nger endured. 
Men who 
go asho re after having remained abo ard 
ship fo r a co nsiderable perio d ar» * ex­ 
pected by the o fficer o f the deck to re­ 
turn just a trifle exhilarated, but they 
never return quite incapable. 
“ Men who exhibit the slightest indi­ 
catio ns o f being addicted to drink are 
turned do wn flatly by tht? examining 
surgeo ns when they present themselves 
fo r enlistment no wadays. The surgeo ns 
tell me that tin y can tell fro m a m an’s 
eyes whether he has ever sutiered severe- 
drinking, no m atter 
ho w lo ng the man may have abstained 
fro m drink befo re seeking enlistment. 
“ If men addicted to drink do happen 
to get by the examining surgeo n and re­ 
veal their weakness by go ing o n tears 
every tam e, they go asho re, the navy 
gets rid o f them by s im ply‘beaching’ 
them— that, is, by putting them o n the 
beach with their bags and hammo cks 
wherever their ship may happen to be 
in a ho me po rt. 
A m an canno t bo 
‘beached’ fo r any cause in a fo reign 
co untry. 
“ There are, o f co urse, any number o f 
men in tin- navy, and rattling fine sail- 
o rmo n, to o , who have a natural predi­ 
lectio n fo r drink, and these men the 
o fficers keep an eye o n fo r their o wn 
go o d. Sailo rs are bo und to try to smug­ 
gle liquo r abo ard ship. 
It they drink 
co nsiderably o n their sho re liberties, 
they kno w that when 
they return 
abo ard they are in fo r ‘big heads’ when 
they awaken in their hammo cks the 
next mo rning, and in trying to safely 
bring a bit o f liquo r o ff to the ship they 
have in mind the taking o f ‘a hair o f 
the do g’ to so rt o f ease them up when 
they turn to at ‘all hands’ the next- 
mo rning. 
“ So metimes they get the liquo r safe­ 
ly abo ard, but generally they do no t. 
K v er v enlisted man o n a United States 
man-o f-war, except the chief master at 
arms and the to p sergeant o f marines, is 
searched at the gangway upo n his re­ 
turn fro ni sho re liberty by the gangway 
co rpo ral o f the marine guard, under the 
inspectio n o f the o fficer o f the deck, to r 
the purpo se o f ascertaining if lie lias 
any liquo r co ncealed abo ut his clo thes. 
The men have picked up so me ingenio us 
schemes fo r smuggling liquo r in such a 
way that the co rpo ral o f the guard is 
fo o led. 
Fo r example, the men o n the 
China statio n buy lo ng eelskins fro m 
the co o lies, fill the skins w ith abo ut 
a quart o f liquo r and wind them aro und 
their n e c k s beneath the co llars o f their 
shirts. 
‘It to o k the o fficers o n the China sta­ 
tio n a lo ng w hile to get o n to this 
scheme. 
Then the men who felt, that 
they surely needed a drink the next 
mo rning after returning fro m liberty 
disco vered the plan o f tilling a rubber 
bag with liquo r while asho re and o f 
sto wing the bag next to their w aist­ 
bands. 
The liquo r smugglers, who o b­ 
served that the searching co rpo ral o nly 
passed his hands up and do wn o n the 
o utside o f their clo thes, then reso rted 
to the plan o f tying bo ttles o f liquo r 
w ith string o n the inner side o f their 
legs, beneath their tro users, hut any 
searching co rpo ral kno ws all abo ut this 
on» ? no wadays. 
“ The co x’un o f the steam cutter, who 
makes do zens o f |ri]» s asho re a day 
when the cutter is ‘running bo at,’ has 
to he carefully watched, fo r he is liable 
to be tampered w ith by the men who 
w ant liquo r pretty badly, and his o p­ 
po rtunities fo r getting liquo r abo ard 
are many. 
Every o nce in awhile, upo n 
the cutter’s return to the ship, it is 
searched by the o fficer o f the deck, and 
the latter 
o ften finds liquo r neatly 
sto wed amo ng the cutter co al, in the 
cutter bilges o r even in the bo iler tanks. 
When this happens, the co x’un o f the 
cutter is in tro uble. Ue gets a big rake 
o ff fro m the men fo r his liquo r smug­ 
gling, which acco unts fo r the chances 
he will take. 
‘The ship’s painter has to be watched 
to o . 
He is a petty o fficer, and he has 
charge o f the ship’s alco ho l, which is 
chiefly used fo r tho making o f shellac 
to paint the lo wer decks. 
“ Sumo o f the sailo rs like a do se o f 
alco ho l mixed with co ffee fo r ‘to ning’ 
and so bering up purpo ses, and as the 
ship’s painter is o ccasio nally co rruptible 
and carries the keys o f the alco ho l tanks 
there is quite a little drinking o f this 
mixture o n so me o f the ships where o ld 
timers predo minate. 
The o ld flat feet 
have indued been kno wn to drink the 
shellac after it has been prepared fo r 
the sake o f the alco ho l in it, and there 
is an expressio n in the navy amo ng the 
enlisted men, *lf yo u see a jaekio co mb­ 
ing his mustache with a marline spike, 
yo u kno w what lie’s been a t,’ that is 
very significant. 
“ But fo r all this, as I say, there is 
an 
exceedingly small percentage o f 
drinking men in o ur navy in co mpari­ 
so n with similar figures fo r o ther big 
navies. 
The o ccasio nal drinkers in o ur 
service, when they return 
fro m the 
beach a bit under the weather, are 
merely put in tire brig o vernight and 
permitted to go to wo rk witho ut pun­ 
ishment the next m o rning.” — W ash­ 
ingto n ¡¿t&r.
